Women's War Training has be- 
come compubory on the majority of 
the Canadian Campuses lor the first 
time tliis year. However, since the 
outbrealc of the war, women on all 
Campuses have been actively en- 
laced in voluntary war work of 
various types. 

A mass meeting was held last 
spring by the women at the Univer- 
sity of British Columbia, and the co- 
eds asked for compulsory war 
training 'which has been instituted 
there this year. However, at Mani- 
toba, training has been compulsory 
for two years. 

Not all the girls wear uniforms, 
but there is variety among those 
who do. The members of the Uni- 
versity Detachments of the Can- 
adian Red Cross Corps all wear the 
gray uniform; but tie and cap flash 
arc the colour of the particular 
University represented. At Saskal. 
chev^'an the uniform is unique. 
There the girls wear black or blue 
skirts, white blouses, green tams, 
green Windsor tics, and walking 
brogues. 

Training is required of all women 
at McGIll, Queen's. British Colum- 
bia and Alberta, while at Toronto 
it is required of those in second, 
third and fourth years, and at Mc- 
Master, only those in the first and 
second years. The number of hours 
required varies from 60 to 110, or 
from two to four hours a week. 

In the first year, basic training is 
given.. This consists of a combina- 
tion of First Aid, A.R.P. and either 
Drill or Physical Training. In the 
second year a wide variety of dif- 
ferent courses arc offered on each 
Campus. In this more advanced 
training, the student may specialize 
in the field in which she is most 
interested. . — ^ ■ 

There are six University Detach- 
ments, of the Canadian Red Cross 
Corps at present These arc at Tor- 
onto, McMastcr, Queen's, McGilt, 
MacDonald College, and the Uni- 
versity of New Brunswick. Toronto 
was the pioneer In this field, and 
the detachment there has been in 
oixiration for three years. The 
latest to be formed is that at U.N.B. 

Membership in the Detachment 
cannot be made compulsory owing 
to the constitution of the Canadian 
Red Cross Corps which is a purely 
voluntary organization. Howéver, 
it' serves as one of the choices .for 
war work, and prepares those who 
later want to Join the Red Cross 
Corps or similar organizations. 

Courses in Home Nursing, Motor- 
Mechanics, St." John's Ambulance, 
Red Cross Sewing, Emergency Feed- 
ing, Office Administration, are 
available on almost all the Camp- 
uses as well as those basic, courses 
already mentioned. 

At Toronto the newest course is 
one in Community Needs and Re 
sources, In which the lectures are

Noted German 
Discussed Before 
Philosophers 



Nietzche's doctrines of supermen 
and the transvaluation of values 
were discussed last night at a meet- 
ing of the Philosophical Society. 
The speaker started out by saying 
that according to Nietzche, gooa and 
bad were merely relative terms. 
Life is essentially immoral exploit- 
ation and we are apt to say that life 
is activity. But Nietzche says that 
there is something more than a 
struggle for life, not Schopenhauer's 
will to live, but a greater instmct, 
namely a will to power. 

From this, continued the speaker, 
wc are confronted with the question 
of what type of man will 1» the 
predominating one..Nietzche pictur- 
ed his ideal man as a superman, 
which the world should strive to 
realize. In order to attain this su- 
perman, we must bring about a 
transvaluation of values. The attri- 
butes of the superman were tc be 
achieved by a new morality that 
regarded as good, all that increases 
the feeling of power, and as bad, 
all that proceeds from weakness.

Thomson Speaks 
On Nutrition 

Part Played by 
Universities Is 
Stressed in Talk 



Last night Dr. D. L. Thomson, of 

the Department of Biochemistry, 
spoke on the topic of "Nutrition". 
This was th€ third in the series en» 
titled "Science at War". The speaker 
was introduced by Dr. F, C. James, 
principal of McGill. 

Dr. niomson told of the advance- 
ment in the idea of food from be- 
ing merely anytUng suitable to till 
the digestive tract to our present 
conception of each food having a 
definite value in our daily diet. 

The speaker, when asked whit 
part the Universities have played 
in this field of research,, answered 
that although- they are not" doing 
much now, they did play a large 
part in the founding of the ideas of 
dietetics ^nd nutrition in the two 
decades preceding the war. Colleges 
throughout the United States and 
Canada have trained experts in this 
field and in the agricultural field. 
All of these are now working di- 
rectly or Indirectly with the war 
effort. The Universities have, be 
cause of the shortage of skilled 
men and the length of time rcaiiir< 
ed for thciexperlments, been forced 
to slow up most of the work being 
done in this line. 

In Great Britain, due to the ef- 
forts of the nuUrition and dieUtic 
efforts, are now, even in war lime, 
better fed than evtr before. One- 
thhrd of the population is eating 
more food and better food due to 
the regulations set forth by the ra- 
tioning and price-ceiling boards. 



Call-up Rules for 
U.K. Students 
Are Modified 



18.Year-0Ids 
Are Required 
To Join Forces 



Since the 28th of November, 
when a memorandum' on the 
subject of the University of Edu- 
cation of boys and girls evacuat- 
ed from the U.K. to Canada 
was issued to. the Heads of all 
the Canadian Universities, there 
has been a change in the ar 
rangements for the calling-up of 
boys and girls for Military Ser- 
vice in the United Kingdom. 

Boys are now liable to be called' 
up at the age of 18. "nie authorl 
ties in London have been consulted 
on the question whether this change 
affects the arrangements set out in 
the memorandum of the 28th No 
vember. In reply they have stated 
that while the policy set out In the 
first sentence of paragraph 4 of that 
memorandum remains tmchanged, 
it Is not proposed to insist that boys 
who have the opportunity of a uni 
verslty course in Canada should 
have entered the Canadian Armed 
Forces or returned home before 
reaching the age of 18. Boys and 
girls ,who are undertaking specially 
recognized university courses in 
the United Kingdom arc being 
granted certain deferments of their 
calling-up, and it is proposed there- 
fore to raise no objection to boys 
now in Canada, who have the op- 
portunity of a course, staying at the 
university after the age of 18 
(though not of course after'the age 
of ISK) it this enables them to 
complete their current college year, 
Students from the United King< 
dom are requested to acquaint them- 
selves with the November régula' 
tlons and the above modifications. 

As previously proposed remit 
tances of up to £10 a month will 
in suitable cases be conthiued up to 
the age of 18^.

And now, once again, McGill students 
are so puffed-up with a sense of their own 
importance as.thc initiators of a University 
War-Cotihcirthat they cannot be bothered 
to bring a few books for the armed forces 
to college with themi The fact that every 
worthwhile university on the continent is 
making a vast contribution of books and 
magazines is no reason why STUDENTS 

•; OP McGILL should bother themselves 

. with such trivialities. 

This is an attitude that is becoming 
ever more widespread on our campus. If 
it continues, it will mean the end of our 
war effort, for the War Council might as 
well pass out of existence as to continue 

' forever trying to lead where none will fol- 
low. For the sake of the University we 
raiist remember that a series of fine new 
advances is not enough. A continuous and 
untiring effort, never faltering but always 
going fom'ard, is the only path to any im- 
portant group achievement.

AXIS TO INTENSIFY 
PROPAGANDA 

Canadians have frequently been 
warned of the dangers of rumor 
mongcirbig by persons of authority 
who are in a position to know of 
the harm which can be done to our 
War effort by spreading Hitler's 
lies. Just recently, Robert P, Pat- 
terson, United States Under Secre- 
tary of War, speaking in Canada, 
warned of rumor mongers. He fore- 
cast that Hitler is certain to re- 
double his propaganda ctforts to 
divide the Allied Nations and stated 
that "careless criticism docs not ad- 
vance our cause, but it docs serve 
Hitler", adding that "Even though 
false stories ' are eventually shown 
to be untrue, they may have the 
effect of shaking confidence". 

Don't overlook the fact that It is 
part of Hitler's scheme to start 
rumors which unsuspecting peoide 
pick up and pass along. Good Can* 
adians must be constantly on guard 
against giving aid to the Axis by 
repeating unfounded nunors.

On more than one occasion, at- 
tention has been drawn to that 
phase of Hitler's campaign ot lies 
which seeks to set class against 
class. Here is a typical rumor which 
is designed to do just that 

RUMOR:— "The greater part of 
income taxes are now paid by the 
working classes". 

FACT:— A. H. Rowland, Inspector 
of Income Tax, Montreal, states: 

"The statement that the greater 
part of iiicome taxes are now paid 
by the working classes is entity 
untrue. It Is true that they are now 
making a proportionate contribu- 
tion In this respect but one has 
only .to look at the scale of taxa- 
tion on individuals, beginning at 
7% and rising to 98% in the case 
of individuals with incomes of 
over $100,000, to realize that In the 
present taxation scale an effort has 
been successfully made to distribute 
the inunense burden of war taxa- 
tion equitably upon all classes of 
the community wliatever their 
means and whatever their obliga- 
tions. In the lower incomes in cases 
where no present approved savings 
are being made, a substantial pro- 
portion ot the taxes paid now will 
be refunded to . the payors, with 
interest after the war. On the other 
hand, the thrifty working man is 
protected in his thrift by the pro- 
vlsi<His for allowance of life in- 
surance premiums paid and pay- 
ments of mortgage principal on his 
home against the taxes which he 
would now otherwise have to pro- 
vide. Further, it he is unfortunate 
enough to have severe Illness in the 
family, then,' he may deduct from 
ills Income for taxation purposes, 
such médirai expenses as are in ex- 
cess ot S% of his income. 

"Actually, the bulk of taxes now 
come, as (bey have for many years 
past, from corporate organizations. 
It Is Ihe payments by corporations 
of excess profits (ax and Income tax 
which are largely responsible for 
(he enormous amoun(a of collecdons 
now being reporied mon(hly by (he ' 
Income (ax division. 

This does not underate the im- 
portance ot the contribution' ot hi- 
dividual taxpayers, who in thé 
aggregate pay very large sums in 
support ot the war effort Dr. Clark, 
Deputy Minister ot Finance, in a 
recent address to the Canadian 
Châmber of Commerce, covered this 
pohit very aptly when h« caid: 

"I venture confidently to ex- 
press the view ttiat we now have 
probably the fairest income tax 
in the world-rone which ia stee^. 
graduated, of course, but with a 
curve «t graduation that is dit-

ticuU for any 'fair-zoinded person 
to criticize, and one whi^ deals 
with more special situations %id 
attempts to eliminate more ano- 
malies and Inequities than any 
other system with which I am 
fanïUiar."

We frequently hear stories of 

people who seem to derive some 
peculiar sort of pleasure from pass- 
ing along silly talcs of shortage of 
this or that article of equipment 
for the armed forces. 

No authority has ever attempted 
to minimize , the . tremendous diffl- 
ctdtles which had to be overcome 
in the early days of the War in 
diverting production from peace- 
time goods to war supplies. 

The fact is that whUe unavoid- 
able delays have been encountered, 
the co-operation of Goyemmenl 
purchasing agencies and manufac* 
turers has really resulted in an 
amazing record of speed and effi- 
ciency of which Canada hes every 
right to be proud. 

Here is an example ot foolish 
distortion ot the thith which any 
thinking person will avoid. 

RUMOR:— "There is a great short- 
age of military shoes— that's why 
thousands of young chaps of twenty- 
five, six and seven have not yet 
been called up, nothing to put on 
their feet Ono: whole regiment has 
no size ielght for its soldiers, the 
unfortunates have to wear their 
civilian shoes. The soldiers of halt 
a reghnent..in England drill in tho 
morning, in the afternoon lend their 
shoes to the other half for after- 
noon exercises". 

FACT:— The Army Public Relations, 
Ottawa, states: 

"Owing to increasing overseas 
demands; the cattle (hides) situa- 
tion; and partly to enemy action, 
(here exists some shortage In mlli- 
(ary shoes. Bu( to attach (here(o 
(he reasons quoted Is to allow a 
fertile imagination (0 function at 
its worst No Canadian soldier is 
without shoes, and good shoes. No 
demand for ahoes has remained un» 
fuinifed; There' are many hundreds 
of thousands of military shoes on 
order. The situation la well In 
hand." 

RUMOR:— "Canada Is shipping 
goods to Germany through Argen- 
tine". • 

FACT:— The Canadian Govern- 
ment exercises strict control of all 
goods exported from Canada, either 
by reason of destination or the sup- 
ply situation. Unless export author- 
ities are convinced that shipments 
from .Canada will not find their 
way into enemy hands, no export 
permit will be granted. An extrem- 
ely careful investigation Is made to 
see that the person or firm that will 
receive the goods' is not included 
among those blacklisted as tools of 
the Axis. 

' The Allies will not permit any 
shipments of goods, through neutral 
countries, which might reach Ge:- 
many. . ' 

(NOTE:— An Interesting point, in 
connection with this rumor, is that 
less then one-half of one percent 
of Canadian exports go to Argen- 
tina.) 

* ♦ ♦ 

Fantastic stories of Allied Mer- 
chant shipping losses continually 
circulate. From time to time, the 
proper authorities release to the 
public such facts as can be disclosed 
without giving Information to the 
enemy. The Clinic has received 
numerous exaggerated reports ol 
sinkings in the St Lawrence River 
this summer which have proven 
false by Justice Minister St Lau- 
rent 

Speaking in Quebec City, on No- 
vemt>er 1st, 1942, Mr. St Laurent 
said he had heard rumors that about 
4j9.jdii|»,had been sunk, In the St 
Lawrence and had asked Navy Min- 
ister MacDonald about it 

"Tlie Navy Minister (old me (he 
number was euggeraled threefold 
. . . My colleague places the num- 
ber of ships siulc at between 10 and 
15. Most eertalhly, It Is much, but 
one must expect some blows in 
wartime".

Other rumors concern themselves 
with Allied shipping losses in gen- 
eral. Here are some interesting and 
enlightening facts secured from 
Major Eliot Warburlon, Liaison Of- 
ficer, British Ministry of Informa- 
tion, Ottawa: 

"The United Kingdom has an 
average of 2,000 Merchant ships at 
sea every day; in addition, there 
are hundreds ot other BrlUsh and 
Allied Ships constantly in service. 
Out of the thousands ot ships con- 
voyed by the British Navy, less than 
one. out of 200 has been lost or less 
than one half (%) of^one^ percent"

teen course includes emergency 
feeding, food purchasing and cost 
control, sanitation, working sched- 
ules for emergency workers, and 
record keeping. 

In the first year of tho clerical 
course the women are given train- 
ing In elementary bookkeeping, the 
writing of business and formal let- 
ters, filing, office technique and 
cultivation ot personality. The sec- 
ond year students receive courses 
in typing. 

Senior students who intend to en- 
ter the active forces upon gradua- 
tion are encouraged to take Radio 
Telegraphy. Before entering this 
course, students mu£t pass an apti- 
tude test given by army authori- 
ties. 

The Food Production course pro- 
vides instruction in several phases 
ot agriculturaVfood production such 
as fruit and'vegetablblgrbwlng, bee- 
keeping, poultry raising, dairy cat- 
tle feeding and management, care 
and manufacture of milk, cream, 
butter and cheese, and insect con- 
trol.

THE BEER SHORTAGE 



ON DECEMBER I6th, 1942, 
the Prime Minister of Ginada 
announced that the Government had 
decided to reduce the sale of beer by 
10% for the twelve months dating from 
November 1st, 1942. ' 

Today there is a shortage of beer for 
consumers amounting to considerably 
more than 10%. 

We believe the ptiblic and the trade are 
entitled to a full explanation of the facts. 

WHY 10% IS MORE THAN 
10% 

Because the Government antioimcement 
of the cut came in the second month 
after the order became effective, sales 
for November and December had already 
been provided for in accordance with 
demand. (The per capita consumption 
of beer has not appreciably increased, 
it the high level of eihployment has 
naturally increased the number of con- 

sumers.) . 

.... . ^ 

Now, m order that the cut for the 
year ending Oct. 31, 1943 should total 
10%, a reduction of •much more than that 
is necessary for the first. few mondiis of 



1943. This levelling off" process is in 
progress because it is the only way in 
which the Government regulations can 
be carried out.
